Latter Craft, After Ripping Open 
the Norseman, Rescues All but Two 
of Former’s Crew and Takes Them 
to New York—French Cruiser Sully 
Total Loss—The Newport Sighted.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—After having 
collided with and sunk the Norwegian 
steamer Leif Eriksen, off Cape Ro- 
maine, Fla., in a dense fog, February 
4, the Standard Ol Company's steamer 
City of Everett returned to this port 
today, bringing twenty of the crew of 
the sunken steamer. The other two 
members of the Eriksen's crew were 
drowned, either in the collision or when 
the crew took to the boats. 

The City of Everett wag bound from 
New York for Sabine Pass for a cargo 
of oll. Capt. Bunting of the City of 
Everett sald today that when in a 
heavy gale and fog off Cape Romaine 
February 4 the Leif Eriksen was first 
seen crossing the bow of the City of 
Everett. The latter is a whaleback, 
and has an overhanging cigar-shaped 
bow, which cut into the Eriksen's hull 


the water line. Several of the bow 
plates on the City of Everett were 
stove in. 

Perceiving that the Eriksen was sink- 
ing fast, her crew jumped into their 
boats and were picked up by the City 
of Everett. The City of Everett then 
returned to this port for repairs. 

The Leif Efiksen was bound from 
Matanzas, Cuba, with a cargo of sugar 
for Philadelphia. She was owned in 
Bergen, Norway.

The stipulating of a diamond instead 
of cash payment in the “contract” has 
often been employed to give the color 
of mercantile transaction and thus 
place the get-rich-quickers outside the 
pale of the State banking laws and the 
official inspection which they impose 
Usually the dupe is verbally informed 
that if at the “maturing” of hig con- 
tract” he prefers a cash payment he 
can have it. Such is the case in the 
present instance.

DECLARED FRAUDULENT.

AY COLONIZE 
JAPS IN SOUTH. 


MIKADO’S COMMISSIONER LOOKS 
OVER SITUATION. 


Three Hundred Little Brown Farm- 
ers in Texas and Louisiana, Thriv- 
ing in Culture of Rice and Vegeta- 
bles—More Likely to Come on Re- 
port of Government's Emissary. 


— — 


That there is to be a considerable 
increase in Japanese immigration to 
the United States is the opinion of 
Tetsutaro Inumaru, Japanese Commis- 
sioner to the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, who is at the Natick House, 


Inumaru, as an official of the Im- 
perial Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce, has just made an investi- 
gation of the condition of a colony 
ot Japanese farmers in Texas and 
Louisiana and will recommend to his 
government that there is opportunity 
in those States for more colonists. 
“About- three hundred Japanese 
farmers now are located along the line 
of the thern Pacific Railroad, be- 
tween Houston, Tex., and New Or- 
leans,” said Inumaru, “and the suc- 
cess with which they have met leads 
me to believe that many more of my 
countrymen will come to the United 
States and join the colony. 
“Bome of the colonists have been in 
their present location for two years. 
Many of them have devoted themselves 
to rice culture and have been suc- 
cessful. Where the normal yield of 
rice under American culture was ten 
sacks or about 1600 pounds to the acre, 
they have almost doubled the yield, 
bringing it up to seventeen and even 
twenty-two sacks. 
“The difficulty in the raising of rice, 
however, is that thie it not a rice 
consuming country and there is dan- 
ger that over-production may result 
and the returns fall off, 
“In my opinion, the colonists will 
have better success if they devote 
themselves to the raising of vegetables 
and small fruits. For this purpose, 
it seems to me that the Southern States 
are better adapted than are the North- 
ern Pacéfic Coast States, where many 
Japanese already are located. In the 
South, the ground can be worked 
every day in the year, while the cli- 
matic conditions on the Northern Coast 
make this impossible. 
“Another thing in connection with 
the South is that the people of that 
section seem to welcome the Japanese, 
while there is more or less feeling 
against them on the Pacific Coast. 

“There are fewer white farm labor- 
ers in the South,, while the negroes do 
not seem to wish to work or are un- 
able to adapt themselves to the till- 
ing of the soll. For these reasons 
there is a scarcity of farm help and 
there seems to be a tion on 
the part of to wel- 
come the Japanese.

bill giving the government power to 
,reguiate rates will not have any espe- 


roads by the people is ultimat o be 
realized.” In the opinion of the Journal 
rigid enforcement of the Sherman 
enuti-trust law “would prevent a un- 
jon depot or a joint ticket agercy,” 
and the opinion is expressed tha! “the 
railroads should be released from the 
operation of the Sherman anti-trust 
‘Yaw at the earliest possible moment; 
but it is admitted that the people will 
Bot comsent to see this done “with- 
out ef the same time assuming proper 
and necessary control in some other 
form.” 

What other form? Wheat is wrong 
with the Sherman law—excepting that 
it needs strengthening, here and there, 
by amendment? That this law is right 
in principle is hardly to be questioned 
‘at this late date. 

No human enactment is perfect. The 
Sherman la is no exception to the 
rale. But, speaking in general terms, 
it has fulfilled its purpose very well 
since it wes enacted. And why should 
the raliroad interests, more than any 
other interests, be exempt from its 
operation? if it can be shown that its 
provisions are unjust to the railroads, 
fw any important particular, let the 
law be so amended as to eliminate the 
injustice. But the faults of the lew 
are on the side of too much leniency 


injustice as has been done has been 
done mostly to shippers and the gen- 
eral public rather than to the rail- 
roads. 

It does not appear that the subject of 
rebates, discriminations, etc., is so 
widel~ separated from that of rate 
regulation s the Wall Street Jour- 
nal would have us believe. Both are 
closely and inseparably connected with 
the overshadowin subject of interstate 
transportation, and any legislation 
which will effectively and equitably 
reguiate this transportation must 
cover the whole field. Some of the 
gravest abuses of transportation spring 
directly from rebates and unjust dis- 
crimizations. It will be impossibie 


ity be delegated to some agency to 
determine what is and what is not an 
Abuse; and this autbority will be of 
mo avail unless it carries with it the 
further authority to enforce its de- 
crees. 

The efficiency of the Interstate Com- 
werte Commission has been seriously 
restricted because that tribunal has 
mot bad power to give to its decisions 
the binding force of authority. It has 
been and still is a tribunal with an- 
thority to decide great questions, but 
with no power to compe! acquiescence 
im ite decisions.

Congress. The danger is that what- 
ever measure may be enacted—if, in- 
deed, there be any legislation on che 
subject—will be so emasculated as to 
be of no real effect or value. The 
railroad influence in both houses of 
Congress—and especially in the Sen- 
ate—is too apparent to admit of a 
well-defined hope or expectation that 
we shall obtain the desired relief at 
the hands of those who are chosen to 
represent, not to betray, the people's 
interests. 

Yesterday by a vote of 326 yeas to 
17 mays, the House passed the Esch- 
Townsend Bill, giving to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission power to 
fix railway rates, subject. to a court 
of review. This measure does not 
touch the subject of private car lines, 
one of the serious abuses of the trans- 
portation system, nor does it cover 
the subject of rebates and discrimi- 
nations. If a majority of the Sea- 
ators desire to accede to the wishes 
of the people, and of the President, 
they will amend this bill so as to 
make it cover the ground more fully, 
and will pass it forthwith. This, how- 
ever, is too much to expect. Already 
a plan is on foot to throw the whole 
question over to the next session. 


PROTECT NATIONAL GUARD. . 

Senator Simpson recently intro- 
duced a bill known as Senate Bill No. 
590, “providing for punishment of per- 
sons and associations conniving against 
and attempting to injure the National 
Guard of California and members 
thereof.” The bill proposes to amend 
the Penal Code of the State by adding 
thereto new sections Nos. 421 and 422, 
to reau as follows: 

“Section 1. Sec. 421. A person who, 
either by himself or with another, wil- 
fully deprives a member of the Na- 
tional Guard of ifornia of his em- 
ployment, or prevents his being em- 
ployed by himself or another, or an- 
noys or obstructs said member of said 
National Guard of California, or his 
employer, in respect to his trede, busi- 
ness or employment, because said mem- 
ber of said National Guard of Califor- 
nia is such member, or dissuades any 
person from enlistment in said Na- 
tiona: Guard of California by threat 
of injuu, to him in case he shall so 
enlist, in respect of his employment, 
trade or business, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

“Sec. 2. Sec. 422. No or 
corporation shall by any constitution. 
rule, bylaw, resolution, vote or reg- 
ulation, discriminate against any 
member of the National Guard of Cal- 
ifornia, because of such membership 
in respect of his right to seid 
last mentioned membership: being 
the purpose of this section and the 
section immediately preceding to pro- 
tect a member of the said National 
Guard of California from disadvan- 
tage in his means of livelihood and 
liberty therein but not to give him 
any preference or advantage on se- 
count of his membership of said Na- 
tional Guard of California. A person 
who aids in enforcing any such pro- 
visions against a member of said Na- 
tional Guard of California with the 
inten to discriminate against him be- 
cause of such membership is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

“Sec. 3. The provisions of these two 
sections shall be in force and offect 
from and after their passage and p- 
proval.“ 

This bill is obviously in its intent, 
a meritorious measure which ought to 
be enacted by the Legislature. It 1s of 
course aimed at the practice of trade 
unions in discriminating against hose 
of their members who join the Na- 
tional Guard. Many if not all of the 
trade unions have a clause in their 
constitutions or bylaws by which per- 
sons belonging to the National zuard 
are disqualified for membership in the 
unions. This is not only unpatriotic, 
but it is positively vicious and inde- 
fensible from any point of view. 

The avowed purpose of Senator 
Simpson's bill is to protect members 
of the National Guard of California 
from unjust discriminations beca ase 
of their membership in that organim- 
tion. This purpose is in every «éense 
commendable, and all good citizens 
wil approve it. But it win be ab- 
served that the bill, while tt declares 
the offense to be a misdemeanor, fixes 
no penaity for violation of the am. 
This will render the measure nugatory. 
if it shoul¢ become a law. As no pen-

THE PLAYHOUSES. 


MASON OPERAHOUSBE. Florence 
Roberts opened her local engagement 
auspiciously last night at the Mason 
perahouse, playing Stoddard’s dra- 
matization of Tess of The D'Urber- 
villes,“ the writing which served re- 
cently as the vehicle for Mrs. Fiske's 
talents. 

Melbourne MacDowell is now a part, 
or feature, of Miss Roberts's company, 
playing just the characters he has al- 
ways played, evil men of handsome 
externals and sepulchrally vile interi- 
ors, smiling, damned villains. Mac- 
Dowell’s mouth is drawn in a little 
tichter, harder line across—his face, 
but his voice is as strong and his 
hair as black as when he last pulled 
Scarpia's cloak about him in the pas- 
sionate scenes of “Tosca.” 

Tess herself is the clever and un- 
usual daughter of a pair of English 
country clods—small tures with 
minds as narrow as their lives. She 
is wooed and won by one Angel Clare, 
a gentleman of the vicinity. On their 
wedding night he confesses a mild in- 
discretion, and she, tortured by a 
shadowy secret, tells her husband that 
in her earliest youth her people hired 
her out at the house of one Alec 
D'Urberville, a man of little principle 
and scandalous reputation. *Urber- 
ville boldly seduced’ her. Clare is 
shocked beyond measure, and, leaving 
his bride, goes to Brazil. She refuses 
support from him, and the family 
drags its poor skirts once more through 
the very muck of poverty-—tortured the 
while by the evil offers of D’Urber- 
ville, who would pay in gold again for 
the body of his unwilling*former mis- 
tress. D'Urberville concocts the story 
that Clare is dead, and Tess comes to 
live with him. Her family dons the 
gauds of mushroom gentility, and in 
all but her own eyes Teas ia semi- 
respectable. 
The fourth act depicts a room in 
IY’ Urberville’s house. The master has 
roured upon his poor mistress, and 
beats her in a drunken ‘rage—Mac- 
Dowell showed last night that he knew 
how these things were done, in his 
realistic assumption of the part. The 
fellow goes into a side room to sleep. 
and Tess, in a wild frenzy, runs his 
carcass through with a butcher knife. 
Then, with the natural bewllderment 
of a woman who has just sent a 
human soul to a justifiable hell, she 
bardly realizes what she has done, 
and cannot recognize another new 
fact—that Clare has suddenly returned, 
and is standing in the room beside 
ber. Getting nothing from his ques- 
tionings. the husband rushes into the 
chamber of the dead. He comes out 
and drags her from the house. 
The next act shows ruins at Stone- 
henge. where they have been wanger- 
img for fourteen days. Tess has lain 
dewn to sleep upon a sacrificial altar 
of the Druide; the bailiffs come upon 
her, and the sun, rising from the east- 
ern hills, falls if a bright beam across 
her face. She awakens and with a 
smile goes with her captors, while 
Clare, still behind the veil of misun- 
derstanding, grovels crying ät her 
feet. 
As Tess, Miss Roberts has made for 
herself a characterization of more than 
passing worth. The impersonation runs 
the gamut of dramatic emotion, from 
light comedy in the Great scenes to in- 
tense tragedy in the fourth, and the 
terribly calm heights of super-tragedy 
in the last act. Repression is evi- 
dent, reserve force, and through all 
the art that hides art. No better work 
in the whole play was done than that 
of Miss Roberts in the second act, 
where her folly becomes manifest te 
nd. The pathetic simplicity 
genuine human quality 
tnrough it all denominates her as a 
woman of high histrionic attainment. 
Henderson has improved since his 
last visit—at least, so it appeared from 
his personification of Angel Clare. He 
has lost none of the refinement that 
distinguished him. but on the contrary 
seems to have gained more force, more 
contro! in his emotional scenes, and 
ore reserve strength in the finales 
of dramatic bandon.

O REGULATE 
COLLECTIONS. 


WHOLESALE PRODUCE DEALERS 
AFTER DELINQUENTS. 


Many Retailers’ Accounts Said to 
be Running from Forty to Sixty 
Days, Requiring Larger Capital for 
Wholesalers and Giving Smaller 
Merchants Long Use of Money. 


The wholesale produce dealers of the 
city have practically decided to form a 
credit association for the purpose of 
regulating colleetions. One of the prom- 
ment wholesale merchants in discuss- 
ing the subject yesterday. said: 

“The wholesale produce trade of Los 
Angeies has many evils to contend 
with that are unknown in other cities. 
cepecially in the East. For example, 
rents are 26 per cent. higher here than 
in the East; teamsters and other heip 
get 30 per cent. more and teams 25 per 
cent. more. In addition to this the — 
Angeles merchant has from two to ve 
solicitors woh must each be furnished 
with a horse and bussy, and paid from 
$90 to $150 per month. 

“But the worst feature of it all is the 
credit system. Payments are sup 
te be made monthly, but many accounts 
run from forty to sixty days, which 
makes it necessary for the wholesaler 
to furnish four times the capital that 
would be required to handle the same 
business in the East — * weekly col- 
lections gene y prevail. 

“Wholesale men in Los Angeles claim 
that the margin of profit does not jus- 
tify their selling goods on thirty to sixty 
In ys time when they have to pay cash 
themselves. Before the retailer pays. 
he has time to turn over his money 
three or four times, and to speculate in 
real estate with the surplus, which 
some of them do, to the manifest injury 
of the wholesale merchant. 

“The movement now on foot is to 
make all bills due and payable Mon- 
days. It is proposed that any account 
not paid by Wednes lay of the same 
week shall cause the person or persons 
against whom such bills are charged to 
be put on the delinquent list and it will 
be impossible for them to buy goods 
from any member of the association un- 
til they settle up and have their names 
taken off the list. 

“It is also the intention when the as- 
sociation has been formed to do away 
with the drummers and teams. The re- 
tall dealers will have to come to the 
market and select thelr goods, buying 
in larger quantities than is often the 
case now. By doing this the retall mer- 
chants would also get acquainted with 
the men they do business with, and a 
more harmonious feeling between the 
two woud no doubt result. This ar- 
rangement would also have the effect 
of cutting out the retafler's undesirable 
competitor whe does business on the 
wholesaler’s capital.”

Santa Fe and Salt Lake Both 
Headed for Goldfield. 


Such is Understood Purpose 
of Those Lines. 


— — 


With the pride of ancient Romans in 
triumphal march through a conquered 
country, officials of the San Pedro, Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake Railroad are 
today riding in palatial cars through 
the new gateway to the Pacific. A 
gateway tunneled and blasted through 
mountains of rock by an army toiling 
for months in the hot desert sun; the 
outiet of a vast inland section of in- 
exhaustible mineral wealth; the inlet 
of a new transcontinental line bearing 
greater possibilities to Los Angeles. 

Sunday morning the first train from 
Salt Lake City to Los Angeles by way 
of Senator Clarks railroad will roll 
into this city. It consists of one of the 
company's giant engines, just from the 
shops, and the private cars of General 
Manager R. E. Wells and Second Vice- 
President J. Ross Clark, Nos. 100 and 
101. respectively. The party left Salt 
Lake yesterday morning. Besides 
Wells and Clark it includes H. E. Van 
Housen, superintendent of the Sait 
Lake division; T. P. Cullen, superin- 
tendent of the Los Angeles division, 
and a few invited friends. 

While this is an epoch-marking trip. 
it is purely one of business, for th- 
purpose of inspecting the railroad and 
the country through which it pass 
Last night was spent at Caliente, and 
the party will reach Las Vegas at neon 
today, where it will remain until to- 
morrow morning, and then continue to 
Daggett. There the Santa Fé tracks 
are taken to San Bernardino. From 
Berdoo to Los Angeles the run home 
will be made over the company's own 
line. Las Vegas is to seceive especial 
attention from the officials, as it is 
expected to become the most! tant 
city on the route between Los es 
and Salt Lake.

unusually heavy, with comparatively 
light receipts and demarids from Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Nevada. Deal- 
ers are looking for the same conditions 
the rest of the week, and prices are 
more likely to advance than to de- 
cline. The receipts yesterday were 
about enough to balance the trade: but 
if the present cold weather continues 
receipts will fall short of the demand, 
and there is no more storage to draw 
upon.

STORM DISTRICT LIKELY. 

WHITTIER, Feb. 3.—O. W. Long- 
den, George Alexander and C. E. Pat- 
terson of the County Board of Super- 
visors met a committee of ranchmen 
and members of the Board of City 

„ on the county road near the 
State school thie morning to discuss 
the question of properly handling the 
storm water from Turnbull Cafion, 
which has caused thousands of del- 
lars damage in the past and ill cause 
much more unless properly cared for. 
Meloich Dozier. engineer of mainte- 
nance of way, represented the Pactfic 
Biectric Company. After talking over 
the matter it was decided to make an 
effort to organise a storm water dis- 
trict, canVass the same, call an elec- 

In the meantime surveys may be 
made to determine the proper route 
for the drain and in a measure settie 
tae boundaries of the district. Mr. 
Dozier said that the Pacific electric 
would stand half the expense of the 
survey. and it will probably be made 
very soon. 

A committee of at least a dozen men 
representing ail parts of the district 
will meet the Supervisors next Tues- 
day forenoon, when proper ordinances 
covering not only this case but also 
similar districts in Covina and Glen- 
dale, will be discussed and a line of 
action probably defined. 

Mr. Longdon eaid that while the 
county had the power to sue any 
person draining the surface water and 
turning it on another it had not been 
the purpose of the board to use this 
power because it only caused strife 
and litigation Among neighbors and 
put further away the day when an or- 
gahized effort would be made to han- 
die the matter, He stated that fhe 
organization of such « district was the 
only right way to get desired results 
and do an injustice to no one.
